N important nationally-known figure 
- visited our railroad early this month. 
He's Johnny Careful, special consultant 
for the National Association of Shippers 
Advisory Boards. He stopped by to find 
out what Southern Pacific was empha- 
sizing during April, the Perfect Ship- 
ping Month, Naturally, the first man he 
called on was P. M. Chaimov, manager, 
freight protection, merchandise and sta- 
tion service. 
The Bulletin was on hand to record 
their conversation for posterity. 
“Just what phase of perfect shipping 
are you SP folks going to concentrate 
on during April?” Johnny asked.

Perfect Shipping hits the target 
when “EVERYONE handles freight 
carefully”, the Bulletin added pic- 
tures of some of the important jobs 
that are important to loss and dam- 
age prevention.

The interview was successful. 


“Weil, Johnny,” Chaimov replied, “on 
our railroad, every month is perfect 
shipping month, But during the April 
national campaign we are emphasizing 
the importance of clean cars for load- 
ing. Cleaning cars fits right in with the 
Good Housekeeping Campaign that’s 
underway in all SP departments, and 
it’s a very important phase of claim 
prevention.” 

“That's a good point,” Johnny Care- 
ful said. “Many consignees do a good 
job of cleaning out cars after they've 
unloaded them. But some of them don’t. 
it’s up to the railroads to make sure 
no car is reloaded before being thor- 
oughly cleaned inside. One little nail 
left sticking out from the wall or up 
from the floor of a car can rip open 
several sacks of sugar. One uncovered 
chemical or oil spot on a floor can con- 
taminate many sacks of flour. One piece 
of banding or bracing plate left on a 
wall can gouge through the wrapping 
around a piece of furniture, a stove or 
a refrigerator and badly scratch the 
finish. All those things cost money,” 

“You're so right,” Chaimav said. “Last 
year Southern Pacific paid out $5,045,- 
711 in freight claims.” 

“The sad thing is,” Johnny Careful 
said, “a good many of those claims 
could have been prevented.” 


“We're working hard.to cut down 
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claims resulting from Joading unclean 
cars,” Chaimov said. “We've put out 
standing instructions that no car is to 
be loaded that isn’t clean inside. There 
are 62 locations on Pacific Lines where 
ears are cleaned, with 119 tracks set 
aside for that purpose, We're cleaning 
an average of 2056 cars every day on 
those tracks.” 

“We also have mobile cleaning 
squads,” Chaimov continued. “When a 
consignee releases a car after unload- 
ing it we check to see if it can be re- 
used immediately. If the car is dirty 
we call the mobile cleaning squad and 
they clean the car and make minor re- 
pairs right on the consignee’s track, 
That way we don’t have to switch the 
car to the cleaning tracks. We ean spot 
it at a nearby industry for loading the 
same day.” 

“That's pretty smart operating,” John- 
ny Careful said. “It’s too bad that some 
receivers of freight don’t realize that 
they could really speed things up for 
the railroads if they would do a good 
job of cleaning their. own cars. I’ve 
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CAREFUL HANDLING AWARD, a plaque

found that it takes about three days to 
get a car from a consignee’s track to 
the cleaning tracks, get it cleaned and 
back in operation again.” 


“That’s right,” Chaimoy said. “But if 
the consignee would clean his own car 
we could have it spotted at another 
industry for loading on the same day.” 

“In general, how is SP doing on its 
claim reduction campaign?” Johnny 
Careful asked. 

“Pretty well, although we aren’t any- 
where near satisfied,” Chaimov replied. 
“We did more business last year than 
the year before, but our claim ratio 
went up a fraction, too. We take some 
pride in the fact that our ratio of $1.068 
out of every hundred dollars is lower 
than that of the nation’s railroads as a 
whole, but we're far from satisfied. We 
are constantly whittling away at the 
causes of claims, however, and I feel 
that we’re making real progress in our 
effort to reduce the ratio to less than 
one dollar. I'm proud to say that most 
of the people who are concerned with 
the handling of freight are cooperating 
to reduce damage.” 

“What kind of a program do you 
maintain to help Southern Pacific peo- 
ple to cut claims?” Johnny Careful 
asked. 

“We do a lot of things,” Chaimov

HE effects of SP’s current Good 

Housekeeping Campaign, announced 
in the last issue of the Bulletin, are 
becoming evident on the railroad, ac- 
cording to Vice President J. W. Corbett. 
At all locations employes are sprucing 
up their surroundings and making their 
areas safer, more attractive, cleaner 
places in which to work. 

The first phase of the campaign con- 
centrated on cleaning bulletin boards, 
cleaning or re-painting signs, and proper 
display of posters, special instructions, 
rules and letters. 

At most locations dirty and tattered 
posters have been thrown away and 
clean new-ones posted, Signs of all 
sorts are being cleaned and, when neces- 
sary, re-painted. Bulletin boards are 
being cleaned—outdated notices weeded 
out, permanent notices and letters re- 
arranged for mere convenient reading.

being directed by a general committee 
headed by M. A. Nugent, superintendent 
of safety. Assisting him are K, C. In- 
gram, assistant to the president; G. W. 
Luhr, general claims agent; J. H. Grid- 
Jey, manager, dining car dept.; E. E. 
Mayo, chief engineer; B. M. Brown, 
general superintendent of motive power; 
H. J. Smith, general storekeeper; A. J. 
McKenna, chief special agent; P. M. 
Chaimov, manager, FPM&SS. 

Sub-committees have been formed in 
each department. On the divisions the 
sub-committees are composed of the 
superintendent, assistant superintendent, 
master mechanic and division engineer. 
The sub-committees have formed local 
committees so that campaign partici- 
pation covers all levels of employment 
and all locations, 

According to Nugent, the next phase 
of the campaign will cover aisles, paths, 
halls, ramps, stairways and platforms. 

“From the standpoint of both safety 
and efficiency,” Nugent says, “thought 
should be given to all places where 
people walk or congregate. All obstruc- 
tions should be eliminated. Impaired 
clearances should be well marked. Light- 
ing should be fully adequate. Areas 
for storage should be designated and 
paths for vehicles and personnel should 
be clearly marked. Insofar as possible, 
paths should be limited to one use only, 
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Vehicles and pedestrians don’t mix 
safely. 

“Two factors are especially important 
in regard to stairs and ramps. They 
must be well lighted and no material, 
large or small, should be permitted on 
either ramps or stairs. Hand rails should 
be present where required.” 

In the next issue, the Budletin plans 
to run pictures of various locations 
where there are outstanding examples 
of Good Housekeeping. 


Generous response to an urgent call 
for blood donors was given by SP folks 
in San Francisco when the wife of 
Maurice O. Peterson, chief clerk, Com- 
munications Dept., was seriously injured 
in an automobile accident.

TEAMWORK, IMPROVEMENTS GET RESULTS 


(The following is President D. J. Rus- 
sell’s message to Southern Pacific’s 
55,368 stockholders, prefacing our An- 
nual Report for 1952, For other matters 
of interest based on information con- 
tained in the Annual Report, see pages 
10 and 11.—Editor.) 


SERVING the fastest-growing regions 
of the country, Southern Pacific en- 
joyed a record-breaking freight traffic 
in 1952. Passenger traffic continued at 
a igh level, althouwh (ie volume was 
lightly less than: in ie piseading Year. 


Along with the large volume of com- 
mercial freight and passenger traffic, 
there was a heavy movement of defense 
shipments and military personnel. Crops 
were generally good, the output of lum- 
ber and other forest products was large, 
and industry continued to expand. Dur- 
ing 1952, more than 560 industries, pro- 
ducing carload traffic of great diversity, 
were established or expanded at loca- 
tions along our lines. The preponderance 
of plants constructed for peacetime pro- 
duction and the favorable outlook for 
continuing growth of population and in- 
dustry augur well for future traffic. 


With a high traffic level, increased 
rates and fares, and greater operating 
efficiency, the Transportation System’s 
net railway operating income amounted 
to $71,683,546. It was 27% more than 
such earnings in 1951, The return on the 
net investment in transportation prop- 
erty was 4.5%, which compared with a 
return of 3.6% in 1951 and an average 
return of 3.6% during the seven years 
1946-1952. 

The consolidated net income of South- 
ern Pacific Transportation System and 
Solely Controlled Affiliates for .1952 was 
$63,440,368. It amounted to $7.09 a 
share on the 8,946,942 shares of the 
Company's capital stock outstanding at 


the year's end. In 1951, the earnings per 
share, adjusted for the two-for-one share 
split August 8, 1952, were $5.81. 


Federal income taxes for 1952 were 
equivalent to $5.25 a share and for 1951, 
adjusted for the share split, amounted 
to $3.63 a share. 


In accomplishing the improved results 
for 1952, the Company overcame the 
operating handicaps and the added ex- 
penses imposed by unprecedented win- 
ter storms in the Sierra Nevada early in 
the year and an earthquake in midsum- 
mer in the Tehachapi Mountains. Men 
and women of Southern Pacific joined 
in an outstanding performance of sys- 
tem-wide teamwork in coping with the 
emergencies. Traffic was moved over 
alternate routes. 


The continuing upward trend in oper- 
taing efficiency reflects the benefits of 
the many millions of dollars spent for 
plant improyements in recent years. 
During 1952, the dieselization of motive 
power was substantially advanced, and 
many new freight cars were acquired. 
Terminal facilities were expanded. The 
use of radio communication in train and 
yard operations was extended. A mech- 
anized system for reporting day-to-day 
movements of freight cars, utilizing tele- 
type and punch-card machines, was put 
in operation over a large part of the 
railroad network. 


The “pushbutton-controlled” car clas- 
sification yard and other expanded 
freight yard facilities at Roseville, Cali- 
fornia, were in full operation by the end 
of the year. The “By-Pass” line, being 
constructed to facilitate freight handling 
in the Los Angeles area, is expected to 
be in service by the fall of 1953.

OUR DETROIT BUSINESS-GETTERS 


pus is the twelfth in a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to acquaint 
our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific family who 
work in our off-line agencies.

DER, Michigan, calls itself the 
Industrial Capital of the World. To 
back up that statement the city fathers 
cite the fact that no other major city 
equals Detroit in the number of factory 
workers and volume of manufactured 
products on a per capita basis. 

The Jatest census shows that there 
are almost 5,000 factories in the De- 
troit Metropolitan Area. These alone 
would be enough to keep SP General 
Agent Robert McDowell and his Detroit 
General Agency staff “on the jump,” par- 
ticularly as this is the center of the Na- 
tion’s automobile industry which requires 
a lot of transportation. But the Agency's 
business-getting jurisdiction also extends 
over the rest of lower Michigan, a sub- 
stantial part of Western Ontario, and far 
enough into Ohio to include the City of 
Toledo. 

During 1952 Detroit General Agency 
handled business incident to the move- 
ment of 33,000 carloads of SP freight 
out of their territory and 19,000 cars 
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inbound. In addition, they took care of 
close to 5,000 passenger reservations. 

Detroit’s location between Lakes 
Huron and Erie makes accessible to its 
industry the abundance of raw materials 
located throughout the Great Lakes 
area.’ Michigan itself is rich in salt, 
gypsum, gravel, sand, clay, limestone, 
oil, copper and iron ore. 

Southern Michigan is perhaps the 
world’s most highly industrialized arca. 
Its mest valuable factory products are 
motor vehicles and parts, iron fabrica- 
tions, cutting. tools, refrigeration ma- 
chinery, metal stampings, steel, paper, 
hardware, chemicals and drugs. Much 
of this Industrial pattern is also repro- 
duced in Detroit Agency's territory in 
Western Ontario and its small portion 
of Ohio, 

Agriculturally, Michigan leads all 
other states in production of cherries 
and cucumbers,.and is a top producer of 
field beans. It ranks high in sugar beets, 
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potatoes, hay, vegetables and fruits. 

The area around the Great Lakes is 
one of the most favered vacation spots 
in the country. Each year hundreds of 
thousands of people come from all over 
the world io see the huge fresh water 
lakes and to relax at the resorts along 
their shores. 


In Dearborn, just outside of Detroit, 
is one of America’s most unusual mu- 
seums. Located in a 200-acre park 
known as Greenfield Village, the mu- 
seum was endowed by the late Henry 
Ford, who wanted it to reproduce Amer- 
ican life as lived. In a 14-acre structure 
are displayed representations of our na- 
tional life from the time of the first 
settlers down to the present day. Dis- 
plays range from fine silverware made 
by Paul Revere, to the tri-motor air- 
plane that carried Admiral Byrd across 
the South Pole in 1928. In the Village 
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DOWNTOWN DETROIT, WITH DETROIT RIVER, CANADIAN SHORE IN BACKGROUND 


an ancient mill still grinds flour, an 
anvil rings in an old blacksmith shop 
and a stern-wheeler paddles up the quiet 
waters of the Suwanee River. Only 
horse-drawn carriages roll down the 
streets past the homes of Stephen Foster 
and Noah Webster, past the Wright 
Brothers’ Cycle Shop where the airplane 
was born, and past Menlo Park where 
Thomas Edison gave meaning to elec- 
tricity. 

With all the dustrial and scenic at- 
tractions within their area, it’s no won- 
der that Detroit General Agency people 
are kept busy selling Southern Pacific 
service.

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Expand Use of Radio 
In Mountain Areas 


GOUTHERN PACIFIC is rapidly com- 
pleting radio installations on its lines 
in the Sierra Nevada and Cascade moun- 
tains. 

Radio transmitter-receivers at fixed 
stations and on snow fighting equipment 
in the Sierra (see February Budletin} 
have helped coordinate the job of keep- 
ing tracks cleared of snow, and similar 
installations were to be completed this 
month in the Cascade mountains of 
Oregon. 


Installations in both areas are de- 
signed for communications from end-to- 
end of moving freight trains, stations 
and snow clearing equipment. Train dis- 
patchers at Sacramento and Eugene, re- 
spectively, are tied into the railroad’s 
networks. In emergencies, the radios 
will also be available to span breaks in 
wire communication lines.

Now to her prize-winning recipe. 


QUICK CARAMEL PUDDING 


When this pudding is done, it is a lit- 
tle cake filled with raisins, and with a 
Juscious caramel sauce bubbling through 
and around it. It is good hot or cold. 

First, mix together the following in- 
gredients: 

4% eup brown sugar, firmly packed 

1 cup flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

Pinch of sait 

1 egg, beaten 

1% cup raisins 

42 cup sweet milk 

1 tablespoon meited butter 

When. mixed, set this aside while you 
make the sauce. In a greased large pud- 
ding pan -or baking dish mix 2 cups 
brown sugar, a dash of:salt, and a table- 
spoon of butter. Over this pour 244 cups 
boiling water. 


Next, ‘put the first mixture-into the 
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Mrs, Collins, John and "Pudgie,”” 


center of this sauce in the baking dish. 
Do nat mix the two together. Just bake 
half an hour in a moderate oven (375°) 
until the pudding is nice and brown. 
That’s all! 

Author’s Note: A pudding of this type 
is good, too, served with top milk or 
light cream. 


WHAT’S NEW IN SALADS 


Salads are good any time of year, of 
course, but they really come into their 
own when there are crisp garden rad- 
ishes and onions and leaf lettuce te be 
had. 

For something a little dierent, you 
may like to try this tuna chip salad: 

First, mix together a 7-0z. can of tuna; 
3 hard-cooked eggs, chopped; %4 cup 
diced celery; 1 small onion, chopped. 
Add mayonnaise sharpened with lemon 
juice to make salad the consistency you 
like. Just before serving, add 14 cups 
coarsely crushed potato chips, and mix 
lightly. Serve on lettuce. 

This is especially good with toasted 
cheese sandwiches fer a company lunch 
or for Sunday night supper. 


COUNTRY-STYLE COLESLAW 


Mix together 1 cup sour cream, 2 
tablespoons sugar, and 2 tablespoons vin- 
egar; season with salt and black pepper. 
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Shred enough cabbage to make 3 cups. 
Mix it with the dressing, and serve at 
once, Serves 4. 

For a good spring dinner, then, why 
not fried ham; buttered string beans; 
bread and butter, and this country cole- 
slaw. Top off with warm gingerbread, 
and tea or coffee.
